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FPartizanship.

8o 1086 88 apeople are left to decide what
course of public policy their rulers should
pursue, ¢o long will parties continue to exist.
There seems to be but two conditions which
effeotaally rid any country of these parties;
pamely, on the one hand, a condition of uni-
versal idiooy; and, on the other, an absolute
despotiam.

It is only nataral for thirty millions of edn-
oated, thinking people to differ widely among |
themeelves as to what lines of pablie policy
ghould be pursned; and, honestly holding
thess differences, to form themselves into par- |
tiea for the purpose of promoting the suocess
of their partionlar views. We thiuk, there-
fore, that the lamentations which are so com- |
mouly made over the existence of parties are
idle, beoause, from our view of the case, their
existence is inevitable. If restrained within
proper limits we not only see no harm ina
man beooming an earnmest partisan, but in
truth we see much to commend in such a
course. If we are thoroughly convinoed that
certain views are right and proper wo only |
sot acoording to eur manhood and conviotiona
in doing all in our power to make thess viewsa
become general. Partisanshiy, therefore,within
proper limits ia praiseworthy.

But we ocoasionally, nay, we mnst say fre-
quently, see it oarried to such an exoess as to
disgrace all those who indulge init. It is
frequently made the raling passion. All pa-
triotio love of the whole conutry as such is an
eager desire to promote the public good, but
reckleas ofthe evil which may resalt to the com«
munity, a party will act only to make itself
popular, or worse still, only to prevent its
opponents becoming popular, and let the
great mass of the people take care of them-
selves. Buch a course as this, if pursued by
an irresponsible and ignorant mob, would ba
reprehensible enough, bat when it is adopted
a8 the deliberate rule of action of the offisial
representatives of a portion of the psopla, it
becomes oriminal. We have a striking in-
gtanoe of the worst apecies of partisanship in
the action of the Democratic members of Se-
leot and Cemmon Councils on the water-pipa
question last week. The city is in many places
extremely in need of additional water sup-
plies. In many portions, except for a faw
bours, it ocannot be secured in any of the
upper stories of the houses. Not only i3 the
quantity needed to be increased, but ths
quality is frequently so vile as to be positively
poisonous. At this time of year it is most
emphatioally necessary that the reform so long
oalled for shonld be instantaneously com-
menoed. Witk the understanding and with
the unanimous recognition of the oitizens of
all classes, that such an appropriation as
would make the peeded extension would ba
proper, the Councll agreed to coms to a final
vote on an additional appropriation of $2,000,-
000, The last opportunity for its passags
arrived, and Common Council adopted it by
the necessary two-thirds. In Select Counoil,
however, the Democrats, with the siogle hon-
orable exception of Colonel James Page, voted
against suspending the roles, and by lackiog
one vole the ordinance full throngh, Now, what
was the only declared ground for opposition
to the bill which was universally recognizad
as necessary and proper for the comfort and
health of the city? We blash for the name
of Americans when we are compelied to tell it.
The only ground whatever for this action was,
that the Republican party would have the
distribution of the patronage; that the fow
hundred workmen necessary in the extension
of the works, wonld be appointed by the
Republican officials; that a few votes might
thus be influenced, or a little prestige given to
their politioal opponents. For such reasons
these men are willing to let the psople of the
oity be injured. Yet this is oalled “‘supporting
your party,’”’ and men do not stand aghast at
the horrid enormity of this crime,

Weo would have the representatives of the
people aoct ounly in accordaunce with the best
interesta of the peopls, or, if that cannot be,
we wonld have thewn at least not savrifice pub-
1lic good to partisan ends when the two coms
in conflict. To Colonel FPage should be ten-
dered the warmest pralse and thanks of the
community—not for doing his daty, bat for
baving the nerve to openly rebuke his fellow
Demoorats in this vicdous orime., We would
that such mstances of saorificing publio bensfit
to party were either lew or restrioted entirely
to the Democratic party., We have had often in
our city instances of the reckless disregard to

all the laws of right in the actions of Councils,

It is
sapposed that when the Pacific Rallway is com-
pleted passengers who leave Philadelphis after
breakfast on Monday morning of any waak
will arrive in San Franoisoo in time
to take their tea on the following Saturday,
and in this journey the Rooky Mountaing
would be reached some time during Thuraday-
At present there are but few hotels ersoted for
the accommodation of tonrists, but is ia an®
nounced that this want will soon be sapplied
by the Union Pacific Company, and in advanos
of the general movement of fashionable travel
westward it ia significant to nota the atate.
ment that this year the officers of the Railway
Company, with their families, intend to so-
journ among the lofty heights of the Sierra
Madre during the sommer months, thst
General Grant and his family are aboat to
take a trip in the same direotion, as well as
both the candidates for Vice-Preaident, Colfax
and Blair, and various parties of prominsnt
exoursionists, including & number of railway
officials, and the representatives of the press
of the KEastern ofties, whose departure was
recently annonnoced.

There is a growing admiration for the beanti-
ful and grand in nature, and an inoreasing
desire to enlarge the list of convenient and
interesting summer jaunts, that will find
ample gratification in the grandsur of the
Rocky Mountaina. With their northern and
southern conneotiong they form the longest
monntain chain on the globe, and the most
majestic. The Indians formerly applied to
them the poetio title of “‘The ocrest of the
world,” and this is not altogether a fanoiful
appellation. The Andes, which traverse the

thiz gontinent, and while one great ochain
olosely hugs the Pacific coast under the
pame of the Slerra Nevada (or Soowy
Mounntains) in Mexico and California, and the
Cascade Mountains in Oregon and Washing-
ton, the main ohain treads eastward, aod is

! designated below its entrance into the boun-
| daries of thia conntry as the BSiarra Madre.
| There is a special significance in this Spanish

title of our great mountain chain. Sierra is
derived from serra, the Latin word for saw,
and is nsed to indicate their serrated appear-
ance. When they stand out olearly and well
defined agaiost the horizon, a continueus sue-
cession of peaks give to them an aspeot similar
to the teeth of & well-worn saw of the grandest
possible dimensions, as these teeth oonsist of
enocespive elevations rising above the main
ridge to a height of from twelve to fourtesn or
fifteen thousand fest. “‘Madre,”” meaning
“‘mother,”’ probably Laa relsrences to the many
rivers flowing from the sides of this great
crest, which is the souroe of the mightiest
gtreams of the earth, including the Amazon in
Sonth America, and the Missouri, the Rio
Grande, the Colorado, tha Arkansas, and the
Columbia, in the United States. The Rocky
Mountains are the continnation of the Andes,
of Bouth America, and the Sierra Madre, of
Mexico, extending far northward towards the
Arctic Ocean, and forming thromghout
their whole length the dividing line
of the waters tributary to the Atlantio and the
Pacific Oceapns. The plains, which lie to the
eastward, constitute an immense inolined
plave, gradually leading up from the low alti-
ude of the basin of the Mississippi, to the base
of the mountains, at an altituds of about five
thousand feet, from which the lofty heights of
the Bierra risea in majestic grandeur. The
most scourate desoriptions and the most bean-
tifal paintings can convey only & feebls reflex
of the deep impregsion they make upon all
who wituesa their sublimity. They combins
in endless variety all the oharacteristics that
mountaing can possess except (in the latitude
of the United States), voloanoas and glaciers,
but they have, at former periods, possessed
even these, and do pot, at this time, lack any
desirable element of piotnrasque bsauty. Dili-
gent explorations have always basn rewardaed
with the discovery of valuable minsral trea-
pures, and there are a grest number of spe-
clally beautifal retreats where the variety of
vegetation, aud the existence of mineral springs
will enable enterprising propristors of water-
ing-place establishments to concentrate an irre-
mistible array of attractions. One fair glance
at the scenery of the Roocky Mountaing will, of
itaelf, well repay a visit, for it infinitely ex-
ceads apythiog that can be afforded by the
contracted landscapes of the eastern portions
of the continent.
